Corbett, who says he has in-

animals by feeding them PBB 
(polybrominated 
biphenyl), 


served as an adviser to Gov. 
William Milliken's panel study- 
ing the effects of PBB con- 
tamination on Michigan food 
animals. 


He said he believes mounting 


evidence that the chemical may 
cause cancer in humans calls 
for drastic action. 


The state health department 


reported Friday that samples of

He said PBB B chemically 


similar to PCB and "should be 
even more camnois-nic" or 


study of 26 new mothers showed 
detectable levels of PBB in the 
milk of 22 of them. He said the 
tests indicate that "a majority" 
of new mothers in Michigan, 
especially in the Lower Penin- 
sula, may have PBB-tainted 
milk. 


But Reizen said the depart- 


ment will not at this time 
recommend that mothers dis- 
continue breast feeding. 


"Although we are dealing 


with chemicals which may have 
some potential for harm in the 
long run, we hpve insufficient 
evidence at this time to recom- 
mend 
discontinuing 
breast 


feeding," he said. 


He said there is no evidence 


that the presence of PBB in 
mothers' milk harms babies, 
and said the children of the 
mothers tested appear to be 
strong and healthy. 


"The fact is that we don't 


really know what this means or 
what effect, if any, it may have 
on health," he said. 


Some scientists have said 


even small amounts of PBB 
contamination over long periods 
of time can cause cancer or 
birth defects. But a six-member 
panel of scientists named by 
Gov. William Milliken conclud- 
ed earlier this year that PBB 
caused no immediate health 
problems. 


Detectable levels of PBB, or 


polybrominated biphenyl, were 
found in the breast milk of 16 
Lower Peninsula mothers and 
six Upper Peninsula women, he 
said.

PBB is one component of a

Jerry Kirshenbaum said his 
brother also served as one of 
three attorneys of record in 
another famous California ease 
involving three prisoners from 
Soledad prison who came to Ik* 
calk'd the Soledad brothers. 


The three prisoners, one of 
which was Drumgo, were ac­ 
cused of killing a prison guard 
Drumgo and another prisoner, 
John Clutchette, were acquitted 
in that case in April, 1972 The 
third Soledad brother, George 
Jackson, was killed prior to 
coming to trial in the San 
Quentin Six incident. Jerry 
Kirshenbaum said his brother 
represented Drumgo in the 
Soledad case. 


Despite two acquitals, Drum­ 
go, 30, is still in prison and has 
served 10 years of a six-month to 
15-year sentence for second 
degree burglary. 


Joel Kirshenbaum has been 
Drumgo’s attorney for more 
than five years, according to 
Jerry, who said: “Joel hopes he 
will be paroled in the next 
couple of months.”

Jerry Ford Goes 
On The 
Offensive 


Back in the early 1930s when he 


first rode bench at Ann Arbor behind 
Benton Harbor's All American, the 


.late Charlie Bernard, and then earned 
ithe same honor in his senior year, 
Jerry Ford played both ways' at 
.center. 


• In those days of limited substitu- 
tion, a football coach picked the 
strongest, most durable men for his 
first team and hoped injury would not 
complicate his game plan. 


For the first two years of his 


Presidency, Ford has been on the 
defensive or at best fighting a delay- 
ing action with his Democratic op- 
position. 


Though the country has benefitted 


by his vetoing of proposals having the 
earmark of being hatched in a 
legislative madhouse, Ford's image 
has not come across to the man in the 
street as Horatius of old defending 
the gates before Rome. 


He has suffered from the syndrome 


best described as "a nice guy, an 
-honest man, but." 


Thursday night Ford closed down 


the 31st Republican National Conven- 
tion in a vein that would have brought 
cheers from the late Clare Hoffman, 
the feisty, indisputable ruler of the 
roost in the Fourth Congressional for 
26 years before failing health sent 
him into retirement. 


Ford delivered his acceptance 


speech with a clarity heretofore no- 
ticeable by its absence. Incisiveness 
replaced the bray all too characteris- 
tic of many political orators. 


More impressive than the new style 


in delivery is the message itself. . 


Reduced to a few words, he intends 


to smoke out Jimmy Carter and hang 
his pelt oh the fence. 
.Sounding a battle cry and leading 
the troops to victory are separate and 
often unachieved accomplishments, 
but' Ford's demeanor from 
the 


jkidium leaves little doubt he is 
faking off the gloves. 
>The big question is whether a man 
never elected in his own right to the 
Presidency can capture the nation's 
highest office in that very manner. 
•-;At the moment the public opinion 
polls say no. They spot Carter a 2-1 
choice to win on November 2d. 
^Dispelling these pre-game odds 


depends on several factors. 


Ford, most apparently, has to sus- 


tain the momentum unleashed on 
Thursday night and, if possible, to 
increase it. 


The planned-on effectiveness of 


Senator Robert Dole of Kansas as a 
running mate must meet a stiff lest. 


Dole is something of a rare com- 


modity in the conservative ranks. He 
is articulate. He does not pontificate. 
He goes at an opponent with the speed 
and dash of an open field runner. 


This should mollify the ultra-con- 


servative 
who 
believe 
William 


Howard Taft or Calvin Coolidge was 
the last good President; and being a 
Kansan, Dole's presence should bol- 
ster Ford in the farm belt sta.tes 
where his agricultural policy at best 
is regarded as vague. 


Team unity is vital to winning, 


whatever the game may be. 


If 
Ronald Reagan's 
followers, 


minus possibly a small diehard 
element which is • more an em- 
barrassment than an assistance, take 
his post balloting appeal to the con- 
vention to heart, the G.O.P. will have 
its necessary united front. 


Finally, there is the need as Ford 


left no doubt in his acceptance 
speech, to pull Carter into the 
sunlight. 


Much of Carter's standing in the 


opinion polls derives from his ability 
so far to display a presence but not 
his thinking. 


Our hunch is that Carter is full of 


the same hairy ideas which four years 
ago surrounded George McGovern 
and which the public eschewed. 


Furthermore, the polls indicate 


Carter's present majority is far from 
the solidity which Paul of Tarsus 
drew from the early Christian con- 
verts. Carter is pleasing but he is not 
magnetic. 


One further step should be taken by 


Ford. 


His campaign management leaves 


much to be desired. While this inner 
circle numbers several old profes- 
sionals, their delivery so far has been 
poor. 


Jerry would be votes ahead to clean 


out those tired old hands and get 
some fresh blood into the lineup. 


Cheaper Not To Pollute 
Than To Clean Up Later 


Among the world's great inland 


water resources are the Great Lakes. 
A haven for recreation, tourism, com- 
merce and water transportation, the 
value of these lakes increases with the 
needs of the people they serve. 


Yet a decade ago one of their com- 


ponents — Lake Erie — was declared a 
"dead" lake by some environmen- 
talists who found the volume of pollu- 
tants emptying into the lake all but 
irreversible. Lake Erie today has 
come a long way from that near- 
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moribund status. It has been the target 
of concentrated clean-up efforts and, 
fortunately, has responded with a' 
vigor which proves the effort did not 
come too late. 


Concerted efforts by many com- 


munities, industries and $5 billion 
from the federal government ear- 
marked for sewage treatment project 
is far from completed, especially on 
the U.S. side. Ninety-seven per cent of 
the wastes from Canada are treated 
before entering the Great Lakes, com- 
pared with only 60 per cent from the' 
U.S. 


One of the lessons the Great Lakes 


have taught us is that it is considera- 
bly less expensive and disruptive to 
maintain clean waterways than it is to 
reclaim those which have gone to the 
brink of destruction.

How to correct bad driving habits 


short of taking away an individual's 
driving license has been the subject of 
much experimentation among (he 
states. New York in September is go- 
ing to try a progressive financial 
penalty^ 


Dubbed a "driver safety assessment 


fee," drivers with speeding or other 
moving violations on their records will 
be charged double or triple the usual 
license renewal fee. The funds thus 
collected will be used to pay for driver 
clinics, administrative hearings and 
other expenses incurred by traffic 
violators. 


Why stop at tripling the fee? For 


those motorists who continue to add to. 
their bad driving records, the scale 
should continue to escalate until the 
proper impression is made either on 
the pocketbook or the habits.

sippi. Last February a jury 
awarded a white state highway 
patrolman, Robert Moody, a 
judgment of $240,000 against the 
NAACP.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. - Of 


late, there has been a thrust of 
authoritative and persuasive 
columns arguing that 
the 


Republican party is dying, and 
the Democratic party along 
with it. These nieces ire writ- 
ten by knowledgeable political 
analysts and reporters. All 
quote men of stature and most 
give statistics showing the drift 
from Republican and Democrat 
to independent. 


Maybe so. The arguments 


are-impressive — and the sta- 
tistics. But I beg to differ. 


One problem, and a goodly 


share 
of the confusion, I 


believe, comes from the state 
and national conventions. A 
firm 
percentage 
of 
the 


delegates are not representa- 
tive of their party. It was all 
too clear at the Democratic 
National Convention in New 
York that many of the men and 
women there were more liberal 
than the average Democrat, 
and less flexible. 


Likewise, if I compare spot 


surveys here and there of local 
Republicans 
with 
checks 


among 
delegates 
to 
the 


Republican National Conven- 
tion, it is clear that at Kansas 
City there were extremely 
strong forces snowing less 
moderation than among party 
members generally. 


It is to be noted that when 


either party selects a candidate 
whom the voters feel to be far 
out — whatever his merits 
otherwise — he usually loses a 
sizeable chunk of voters from 
his own party and thus loses 
the election. 


The truth is that 
most 


Democrats 
and 
most 


Republicans are moderates, 
however forcefully they may 
fed and speak on the issues of 
the moment. They normally 
elect moderates as president. 
•So long as this is true, the 
two-party system is in no 
danger. 


The danger comes when, as 


in France and Italy, a host of 
factions 
regularly 
forces 


through the nomination of men 
reflecting limited points of 
view, representative of only 
small segments of the popula- 
tion. 


There are, of course, men 


and WOTICT like this in both the 
Republican and Democratic 
parties. It is their views most 
often which hit the headlines. 
And they, often, are most ex- 
pert at political infighting in 
primaries, and conventions 
because their followers are the 
most dedicated ennUonaUy — 
some bordering on fanaticism. 
But these splinter factions, 
though they may seem to 
dominate at one time or 
another within a party or a 
convention, .are not. I repeat, 
representative of the main 
stream 
of 
either 
the 


Republican or Democratic par- 
ties. After one year, or a few 
years, the pendulum swings, 
and moderates historically 
have come back into control. 


The 
parties 
have clear 


differences, each politically 
defensible by Us proponents. I 
have found that the average 
Democrat and Republican has 
a gut feeling for those beliefs of 
their party which distinguish it 
from the other. This is true 
both 
of 
Democrats 
and 


Republicans. 
We 
would 


therefore be the loser if either 
party disappeared. 


We all know, of course, of 


men and women who regularly 
split their votes,'selecting the 
candidates which represents 
their views regardless of party 
labels. Certainly there are 
some Democrats who would be 
Republicans 
and 
some 


Republicans who would be 
Democrats if they were guided 
by their personal philosophies. 
Slowly, but surely, these shifts 
are taking place. 
. The changeover process is 
not rapid. We are tied to our 
own parties by more than logic. 
We have great emotional ties — 
our friends, our relatives and 
our communities usually tie us 
to parties.

sort of candidate. He appeals to 
a peculiar set of constituencies, 
stretching ipm former sup- 
porters of George McGovern to 
former supporters of George 
Wallace. The kind of campaign 
that-would have been effective 
against, Hubert Humphrey, 
Birch Bayh, or Mo Udall will not 
touch important segments of the 
potential Carter vote. 


The Republicans must begin 


by recognizing that only part of 
the potential Carter vote cares 
about "issues." A very Urge 
segment simply believes in 
Carter the man, and responds to 
his identity as he has projected 
it. 


To a considerable degree, this 


represents a class difference. 
The middle and upper-middle 
class - the "readers" — think 
in terms of issues and abstract 
concepts. They worry about 
things like "consistency" and 
flagrant shifts on the issues 
disturb them. 


A quite different constituency 


has been invited to believe in 
"Jimmy," just as

believed in "Ike." Most of these 
people do not know and do not 
care where Carter stands on 
Humphrey-Hawkins.

tuency. Researchers at the 
Republican National Committee 
can, no doubt, convincingly 
document his policy contradic- 
tions. Carter has simply told 
every interest group what it 
wishes to hear and has therefore

get. 


If you have "thoughtful"

Drumgo, one of the defendants 
who was acquitted in the San 
Quentin Six trial. 


The 16-month, murder-cons- 


piracy trial concluded last week 
with three of the six defendants

being acquitted, one was con- 
victed of murder and two were 
found guilty of lesser charges. 


The trial was held in San 


Rafael at the Marin County 
One auditorium with stringent 
security measures throughout. 
Marin county authorities es- 
timate the trial may cost over 
82.2 million when the final bill is 
tabulated. 


The San Quentin Six were ac- 


cused of taking part in a 1971 
prison break attempt that left 
black militant convict George 
Jackson dead, along with three 
guards and two inmate trustees. 


Jerry Kirshenbaum said- his 


brother also served as one of 
three attorneys of record in 
another famous California case 
involving three prisoners from 
Soledad prison who came to be 
called the Soledad brothers. 


The three prisoners, one of 


which was Drumgo, were ac- 
cused of killing a prison guard. 
Drumgo and another prisoner, 
John Clutchette, were acquitted 
in that case in April, 1972. The 
third Soledad brother, George 
Jackson, was killed prior to 
coming to trial in the San 
Quentin Six incident. Jerry 
Kirshenbaum said his brother 
represented Drumgo in the 
Soledad case. 


Despite two acquitals, Drum- 


go, 30, is still in prison andjias 
served 10 years of a six-month to 
15-year sentence for second 
degree burglary. 


Joel Kirshenbaum has been 


Drumgo's attorney for more 
than five years, according to 
Jerry, who said: "Joel hopes he 
will be paroled in the next 
couple of months."

instrument Of Miracles 


On June 23, 1974. the original 
International Pilgrim Virgin 
arrived for the first time in the 
United States. 


This may seem confusing to 
many who have heard about the 
International Pilgrim Virgin 
traveling 
throughout 
the 
Americas for the past 25 years. 


However, this :s Ijecause there 
are two International statues, 
the first of which was blessed at 
Fatima on May 13, 1447 to be 
carried “to Russia" through the 
countries of Europe. The second 
statue was blessed in October of 
the same year and sent to 
America to travel towards Rus­ 
sia in the opposite direction and 
the two statues have been 
traveling from nation to nation, 
from diocese to diocese, ever 
since. 


Meanwhile, a third statue 
which 
was 
blessed 
simul­ 
taneously, was secretly taken 
into Russia in January of 195)1 
and is enshrined th»>re in the 
Chapel 
vvt'ich 
serves 
the 
Catholic staff of the Embassies 
in Moscow 


The wood-caived image of 
Mary 
has traveled 
interna­ 
tionally to call attention of tin* 
Blessed Virgin's promises at 
Fatima in 1917 that, on certain 
conditions, “ Russia will Ik* con­ 
verted and an era of peace will 
be granted to all mankind." The 
shrine of Our Lady of the 
Rosary at Fatima in West Por­ 
tugal became a great Roman 
Catholic center of pilgrimage 
after apparaitions of the Virgin 
Mary to shepherd children in 
1917.' 


The 
statue 
which 
had 
originally been traveling ip the 
Americas was alleged to have 
she'd human tears last year and 


a 
South 
American 
Bishop 
begged to have it visit his 
diocese. Subsequently, the same 
Bishop asked to have it return 
and offered to sponsor the visit 
of the statue to all the dioceses 
of South America. It was 22 
years since either of the Inter­ 
national statues had visited La­ 
tin America. 


Because of the appeal of the 
South American Bishops for the 
statue of the Americas and 
because the original Interna­ 
tional Pilgrim Virgin had never 
visited the United States or 
Canada, it was agreed that 
•■our" statue should go South, 
and the original Pilgrim Virgin 
is now 
visiting the United 
States. 


This statue lias been the ins­ 
trument of so many miracles, 
including miracles of national 
and political importance, that 
several entire books have been 
written alxiut it. One of the most 
notable of the miracles was the 
opening of the Franco-Spanish 
border in 1947. The border had 
been closed for over a decade 
with no diplomatic exchange 
' between France and Spain after 


the civil war. When the statue 
was 
being 
carried 
profes­ 
sionally 
into 
the 
Frontier, 
everyone wondered what would 
happen since the Frontier was 
officially closed It was opened 
for the statue and has been open 
ever since with the resumption 
of diplomatic relations between 
the two countries. 


One of the phenomena that 
has been particularly notable 
with this original Pilgrim Vir­ 
gin is called the “ miracle of the 
doves.” Often, white pigeons or 
doves, have flown from the sky 
to the base of this statue and 
have remained there, accom­ 
pany the statue along proces­ 
sions, and even into churches. 


The International 
Pilgrim 
Virgin-, which was intended to 
encircle the world to call the 
attention of all peoples to Our 
I-ady's promise to convert Rus­ 
sia and to bring peace if Her 
requests are heard, now seems 
to lie reaching its climax as the 
two statues have come together 
in the* Americas, and have 
divided now to travel on the 
American continents to the 
north and to the south.

When 
the 2:50 bell rang I threw my 
txtoks in the locker. I was free 
until 8:4(1 tomorrow morning! I 


ran to the parking lot — excited 
at the thought of driving a car 
and being my own boss. Free!

Instrument Of Miracles 


On Juno 23. 1974. the original 


International Pilgrim Virgin 
arrived for the first time in the 
United States. 


This may seem confusing to 


many who have heard about the 
International Pilgrim Virgin 
Irnvcfing 
throughout 
the 


Americas for the past 25 years. 


However, this is because there 


are two International statues, 
tho first of which was blessed, at 
Fatima on May 13, 1947 to be 
carried "to Russia" through the 
countries of Europe. The second 
statue was blessed in October of 
the same year and sent to 
America to travel towards Rus- 
sia in the opposite direction and 
the two statues have been 
traveling frum nation to nation, 
from diocese to diocese, ever 
since. 


Meanwhile, a third statue 


which 
was 
blessed 
simul- 


taneously, was secretly taken 
into R'lssia in January of 1950 
and is enshrined there in the 
Chapel 
which 
serves"- the 


Catholic staff of the Embassies 
in Moscow. 


The wuod-cui veil image of 


Mary has traveled interna- 
tionally to call attention of the 
Blessed Virgin's promises at 
Fatima in 1917 that,, on certain 
conditions, "Russia will ix? con- 
verted and an era of peace will 
be granted to all mankind." The 
shrine of Our Lady. of the 
Rosary at Fatima in West Por- 
iugal became a great Roman 
Catholic ct'nter of pilgrimage 
after apparaitions of the Virgin 
Mary to shepherd children in 
-1917.' 


The 
statue 
which 
had ' 


originally been traveling in the 
Americas was alleged to have 
shed human tears last year and 


a 
South American - Bishop 


begged to have it visit his 
diocese. Subsequently, the same 
Bishop asked to have it return 
and offered to sponsor the visit 
of the statue to all the dioceses 
of South America. It was 22 
years since either of the Inter- 
national statues had visited La- 
tin America. 


Because of the appeal of the 


South American Bishops for the 
statue of -ihc Americas and 
because the original Interna- 
tional Pilgrim Virgin had never 
visited the United Stales or 
Canada, it was agreed that 
"our" statue should go South, 
and the original Pilgrim Virgin 
is now visiting the United 
States. 


This statue has been the ins- 


trument of so many miracles, 
including miracles of national 
and ixiliticul importance, that 
several entire books have been 
written about it. One of the must 
notable of thd miracles was the 
opening of the Franco-Spanish 
border in 1W7. The border had 
been closed for over a decade 
willi no diplomatic exchange 
' between France and Spain after 


tlie civil war. When the statue 
was being carried 
profes- 


sionally into the Frontier, 
everyone wondered what would 
happen since the Frontier was 
officially closed. It was opened 
for the statue and has been open 
ever since' with (he resumption 
of diplomatic relations between 
the two countries. 


One of the phenomena that 


has been particularly notable 
with this original Pilgrim Vir- 
gin is called the "miracle of the 
doves." Often, white pigeons or 
doves, have flown from the sky 
to the base of this statue and 
have remained there, accom- 
pany the statue along proces- 
sions, and even into churches. 


The International Pilgrim 


Virgin-, which was intended to 
encircle the world to call the 
attention of all peoples to Our 
ividy's promise to convert Rus- 
sia and to bring peace if Her 
requests are heard, now seems 
to be reaching its climax as the 
two statues have come together 
in the Americas, and have 
divided now to travel un the 
American continents to the 
north and to the south.

Police continued to press their 
nationwide crackdown on mili­ 
tant black leaders who are being 


held under a new security law 
that allows indefinate detention 
without trial.

The detentions were attacked 
by opposition white parliamen­ 
tarian Helen Suzman, who said 
in a published interview “South 
Africa is slowly slipping into the 
morass of a police state with 
scarcely a ripple.” 


About 2,(NHI persons have been 
arrested on charges or public 
violence, murder, arson and 
sabotage since the riots began, 
the Star said. 


The government announced 
new concessions on home ow­ 
nership for urban blacks, who 
will be allowed to build their 
owH homes but would still be 
barred from owning land They 
had been limited to luJNing 30 
year leases on urban homes. 


Many blacks bitterly resent 
South Africa’s policy of requir­ 
ing blacks to become citizens of 
independant black homelands 
now being created, thus surren­ 
dering claims to South African 
citizenship.

LANSING. Mich. (AP) - Thr 
Michigan Civil Service Com­ 
mission, despite warnings of 
employe retaliation, has adopt­ 
ed a “meet and confer” system 
for setting wages and working 
conditions. 


The plan falls far short of the 
collective bargaining and bind­ 
ing arbitration some employes' 
groups are seeking 
It was 
adopted 
unanimously 
on 
Friday. 


“We think that (a worker 
strike) is a possibility.” said 
chairwoman Hath Robertson. 


Tom McGraw of the Welfare 
Employes Union told the com­ 
mission that the proposal is no 


substitute for collective bar­ 
gaining rights. Ik* told the 
commission 
that 
“ several 
hundred" workers from his 
union and others were to rally at 
noon m Detroit to await the 
commission s dec ision. 


The stall1 constitution forbids 
state* workers to bargain collec­ 
tively. Earlier this year, the 
commission said it lacks the 
[Ktvver to give the state's 58,<MHi 
workers that right and that it 
can l>e done only through a con­ 
stitutional 
amendment 
approved by the voters. Such a 
proposal has tailed twice in the 
state House. 


Under the meet and confer 
system, state employes would 
be organized into 11 units based 


on broad, occupational lines in­ 
stead of on the basis of which 
department they worked for. 


The employes would hold an 
election to determine whether 
they want to be part of the unit, 
and representatives from each 
unit would “ meet and confer'’ 
with tin* commission to discuss 
wage's and working conditions. 


But the commission would 
still have the final say over 
thfUi subjects, as they do now, 
pending agreement from the 
legislature. 


McGraw warned the commis­ 
sion that it the proposal were 
adopted, "We are prepared and 
willing to join with whatever 
forces necessary- to carry out a 
sustained and militant struggle 


with whatever means neces­ 
sary.'' 


He said later that adoption of 
the proposal would mean “ the 
possibility that a lot of people 
would tie out there asking for a 
strike Whether the union would 
authorize a strike I can't say at 
this time." 


Other actions, he said, could 
include a continuation of the 
union's program of “disrupting 
buildings with loudspeaker sy s­ 
tem s'' that carry

atxiut the meet and confer sys­ 
tem. He said this is now being 
done in Wayne County. "I'm

Ten Lutheran churches in southwestern Michigan affiliated with 
the Missouri Synod have no plans to join a splinter group leaving 
the synod to form a new church. 


Officials of the churches in the St. Joseph circuit, surveyed by 
The Herald-Palladium, said their churches all intend to stay with 
the Missouri Synod. 


The 
new 
Association 
of 
Evangelical 
Churches 
voted 
unanimously Thursday to go against the 2.8 million-member 
Missouri Synod and establish their own synod. 


The group, formed after policy disputes at synod conventions in 
1973 and 1975. split from the Missouri Synod on a dispute over the 
fundamental interpretation of the Bible. 
Area ministers said they saw no support for the splinter group in 
their congregations and said the movement was primarily from 
Eastern churches. 


“Of course we’re staying with the (Missouri) synod,” said Rev. 


Theodore Laesch, pastor of St. Paul’s Lutheran church in Niles. 
“Our group is a very conservative group and we believe in a strict 
interpretation of the scripture.” 


“We have no plans at all of joining the group,” Rev. Fred G. 
Wilkins, pastor of St. Paul’s Lutheran church. Buchanan, said. 
“These are things we don’t like to see, but they happen in the life 
of any organization. You can't have one group pulling one way and 
another pulling the other way. It wouldn’t be fair to them or us if 
we continued like this.” 


They should do what their conscience tells them to do,” said 
Rev. Elmer E. Bickel, pastor of the Trinity Lutheran church in 
Glendora. “ If they do form their own church at least we all will be 
able to get back to business. ”

Mass Transit Coalition 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — A coalition working for a statewide 
transportation program has called for a state General Transpor­ 
tation Fund to provide money for non-auto types of transportation. 
The Michigan Forum for Balanced Transportation, made up of 
representatives of 17 organizations, announced Friday that it 
hopes to put together a transportation package for consideration 
by the Michigan Legislature. Thomas O’Rourke, managing 
director of the Wayne County Road Commission, said the group 
recognizes the automobile as the dominant means of transporta­ 
tion for the near future, but endorses development of other means 
of transportation, including public transit. Groups represented in 
the organization include the Wayne County Road Commission, 
Michigan Farm Bureau. Michigan Association of Counties, 
Michigan Road Builders Association, and the Michigan Trucking 
Association. 


Record Student Loans 


LANSLNG, Mich. (AP) — Students at Michigan's 95 colleges and 
universities received a record $24.1 million worth of guaranteed 
student loans last school year, officials said Friday. The state 
Board of Education said the students — attending private and 
public colleges, universities and community colleges — received 
20.168 guaranteed loans. Under the loan program, local financial 
institutions make loans of up to $2.500 to students with the under­ 
standing that the state will make up any defaults. Students may 
have up to 10 years to pay in monthly installments once they finish 
their studies. Also last school year, 8,090 loans totaling $7.7 million 
were repaid — the highest number ever in a single year, the board 
said. Officials said that for the first time, the number* of defaults 
showed a decline from the previous year

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The Michigan Court of Appeals has 
ordered three Wayne County Commissioners removed from office, 
saying they were appointed contrary to state law Commissioners 
John Korney, Thomas Presnell and John Trellay will lose their 
seats on the 27-member commission under the appeals court 
decision, which reversed an earlier Wayne County Circuit Court 
ruling upholding the appointments. The appeals court said the law' 
requires the county commission to order a special election to fill 
the three* vacancies, rather than permanently appointing new 
members. Permanent appointments may be made only when the 
general election is U*ss than 180 days away, the ap|x>als court said.

thousands of others to avoid 
contaminating the food supply. 


Though some farmers whose 


families ate PBB-tainted food 
say their families are suffering 
from inexplicable illnesses, 
there is no direct evidence 
linking PBB to the symptoms. 


None of the women tested by 


the state was iruin 9 farm where 
animals were quarantined for 
having high PBB levels, Reizen 
said. PBB showed up in all 16 
Lower Peninsula women tested, 
and six of the 10 mothers tested 
hi the U.P. 


Of the 26 women, 11 who were 


also tested for, its chemical 
cousin PCB, or polychlorinated 
biphenyl, showed that chemical 
as well in their milk. A spokes- 
woman for the Environmental 
Protection Agency said more 
than half of all Americans are 
believed to have that industrial 
chemical in their fat and milk. 


Reizen said state health of- 


ficials have known since 1974 
that women on farms where 
animals 
were 
quarantined 


showed higher levels of PBB in 
their milk, mainly because they 
ate much of the farm's food 
products. He said that is why 
the state warned doctors that 
such women should not breast- 
feed their infants. 


"But now we have evidence 


that the problem may include a 
majority 
of new 
mothers, 


especially those in the Lower 
Peninsula," he said. "We can 
only guess that enough PBB en- 
tered the food chain in Michigan 
to cause it to show up now in 
human milk. 


"And when you add to this 


PCB also present in breast 
milk, probably throughout the 
country, we think there may be 


a potential concern," Reizen 
said. 


PCB has been found in some , 


scientific 
studies to cause 


cancer in rodents. 


State health officials refused 


to disclose any of the PCB levels 
found. They also refused to cite 
the highest level of PBB detect- 
ed in the mothers' milk. 


But Dr. Kenneth R. Wllcox, 


chief of the Bureau of Disease 
Control and Laboratory Ser- 
vices, said the average level was 
90 parts per billion. 


Ten non-Michigan mothers 


tested for PBB showed no de- 
tectable amount of the chemical 
in their milk. 


"I don't think I want to 


release it (the exact levels de- 
tected) at the present time until 
we have time to inform the 
women 
sampled 
and 
the 


physicians in the community," 
said Wilcox. 


Current federal standards ban 


the sale of milk containing more 
than 300 parts per billion PBB. 
Proposed legislation by Gov. 
William Milliken would ban the 
sale of any milk containing 
more than 150 parts per billion. 


PCB is known to have tainted 


Great Lakes fish, causing the 
health department to warn 
fishermen not to eat more than 
one fish meal a week. But. said 
Reizen, "To my knowledge, 
Michigan residents have no 
different levels of PCB than one 
would expect nationwide." 


A state law signed earlier this 


year will gradually eliminate 
the 
chemical 
from 
goods 


manufactured in Michigan. 


Reizen said the department 


plans to. conduct a study 
immediately on another 40 to 50 
mothers from every region of 
the state.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Students at Michigan's 95 colleges and 


universities received a record $24.1 million worth of guaranteed 
student loans last school year, officials said Friday. The state 
Board of Education said the students — attending private and 
public colleges, universities and community colleges — received 
20,168 guaranteed loans. Under the loan program, local Financial 
institutions make loans of up to $2,500 to students with the under- 
standing that the state will make up any defaults. Students may- 
have up to 10 years to pas' in monthly installments once they finish 
their studies. Also last school year, 8,096 loans totaling $7.7 million 
were repaid — the highest number ever in a single year, the board 
said. Officials said that for the first lime, the number' of defaults 
showed a decline from the previous year.

Commissioners 
John Korncy, Thomas Presnell and John Trellay will lose their 
seats on the 27-member commission under the appeals court 
decision, which reversed an earlier Wayne County Circuit Court 
ruling upholding the appointments. The appeals court said the law 
requires the county commission to order a special election to fill 
the three vacancies, rather than permanently appointing new 
members. Permanent appointments may be made only when the 
general election is less than 180 days away, the appeals court said.

That bill would have provided schools that 
experienced a two per cent decline in enrollment from the 
preceding year an $80 per pupil allocation to help defray costs.

Joseph in September, but what 
happens in the November elec- 
tion for Joseph's seat seems to 
be anybody's guess. 


Joseph's resignation as com- 


missioner from District 3, 
which covers UK north part of 
Bcntnn Harbor and part of Ben- 
ton township, was announced at 
Thursday's board meeting. 
Joseph married a Grand Rapids 
wania June It mt moved (ram 
BttTMn county. 


"We are bent on naming a 


successor as rapidly as we 
can," Leslie Fischer, chairman 
of the. bwird, told The Herald- 
Palladium. "There are a couple 
at good prospects." 


CommiuMner Victor Greer, 


of Benton llarbor, said the two 
prospects are Cornelius Bass, 
Jr., of 494 Forest avenue, Ben- 
ton Harbor, and Donald W. 
Mitchell, of .1317 Parkway, Ben- 
ton township. Grcer said the 
board hopes to appoint a com- 
missioner in September to serve 
the rest of Joseph's term, which 
expires in December. 


But, according to County 


Clerk Forrest -H. Kesterke, 
there are many questions about 
what to do in the November 
election. 
Joseph 
won the 


Democratic nomination unop- 
posed in the August primary 
and no Republicans had Hied for 
the seat, which assured him of 
re-election. 


Kesterke explained the elec- 


tion laws are "ambiguous" on. 
what to do when a county com- 
missioner will lie the only name 
on the ballot but has already 


moved from his district. 


Tlic clerk noted election laws 


say the commissioner's party 
committee ' can appoint a 
replacement for a county-wide 
office in cases of death or mov- 
ing from the district, but make 
no mention of a county com- 
missioner. 


"As it stands now, I don't 


know what we will do," Kes- 
terke said. "As far as I know the 
name (Joseph's) will appear on 
the ballot until the law is 
clarified." Kesterke said he has 
asked the prosecutor's office to 
research the laws for the correct 
course of action. ' 


Kesterke also noted that 


should there be write-in ballots 
for another candidate, but 
Joseph still out-polls that can- 
didate, Joseph is declared the 
winner — even though he no 
longer lives m the district. The 
clerk said Joseph would then be 


disqualified as the winner, but 
the highest write-in total cannot 
be declared tlie winner either, 
so there would still be a 
vacancy. 


"The only way you can get 


your name off a ballot is to file 
for a withdraw! three days after 
the initial filing," Kesterke ad- 
ded.

the 4Hll-acre farm they and their 
six children cleared from the 
forest. 


“I don’t think there is much 
w» can do except argue against 
it," Paul Starry, the county 
clerk, 
conceded 
about 
the 
proposed burial pit. “ If they 
decide they're going to do it, 
we’ll have to learn to live with 
it— much as we dislike it.” 


‘ The main thinii we can do is 
protest," added Commissioner 
Cyril Booth. 


The commissioners have sent 
their protests to Lansing, along 
with those of 150 to 2tMl county 
residents. 


"Our opposition has changed 
in no way, shape or form" des­ 
pite lack of response to the pro­ 
tests, 
insisted 
Charles 
Brokowsky, the commission 
chairman. 


"The county agent as good as 
told me, it wasn’t going to do 
any good to object,” Mrs. Esch 
said. But she still is contacting 
officials she believes might 
help. 


The 
Eschs’ 
fieldstone 
farmhouse is three-quarters of a 
mile south of the potential mass 
grave. They are the nearest 
Wumans to the forest clearing 
where tainted animals would be 
bulldozed into a 400 by 200-foot 
trench on 40 acres of state- 
owned land.

Starry and other county of­ 
ficials also comjplained bitterly 
about the state’s failure to notify 
them promptly about being 
considered as a burial site. 


“They already were in here 
and had the test wells down 
before we even knew about it.” 
Starry 
said. 
Chairman 
Brokowsky said the first formal 
notice came in early .June. 


Balkumar P. Shah, a Depart­ 
ment of Natural Resources 
geologist in Lansing who select­ 
ed the site, confirmed ground 
water tests were made last 
winter because “ this is an 
emergency.” 


Staffers at the DNR’s district 
headquarters in Mio said they 
too know little alxtut the project. 


“ All we know is we’re not 
handling it here,” one conclud­ 
ed. 


After Oscoda County residents 
protested.

MSU Professor 
Hopes Blind 
Can Lead Blind 


By RICK BARRS 


EAST LANSING, Mich. (AP) 
— Dr. George Gore hopes to 
demonstrate how the blind can 
lead the blind. 


Gore, a professor of special 
education at Michigan State 
University for the past eight 
years, has been leading the 
blind — and *he sighted — for 
most of his adult life. 


One of four legally blind 
special education professors in 
the nation, the 53-year-old Gore 
lost his sight, or 95 per cent of it, 
when he was 13, after suffering 
an inflammation of the sinuses. 


“Today, 1 would have been 
put in the hospital for a few days 
and given one of those wonder 
drugs, like penicillin,” Gore 
said in his native New Jersey 
accent. “ But back in 1930, a 
simple sinus infection cost me 
my eyes.” 


Gore is not totally blind. Doc­

explained. “ And, I can see 
buildings, trees and other large 
objects enough to be fairly 
mobile.” 


Gore is mobile to the extent 
that he walks several blocks 
home for lunch most every day 
from his office in Erickson Hall 
on the MSU campus. 


Gore believes that he has a 
special affinity for teaching 
students how to teach the blind. 


Most of his students are 
sighted and have a hard time 
understanding 
the 
basic 
problems a blind person en­ 
counters in day-to-day life. Gore 
said. 


“ I try to tell them how dif­ 
ficult it can be to even walk 
down the sidewalk when a per­ 
son is without sight,” he said. 
"But I always stress that a blind 
person can learn to function in 
normal society.” 


In several of Gore’s classes at 
MSU, students are made to 
wear opaque goggles so that 
they can understand the obs­ 
tacles a blind person must 
overcome to participate in an 
educational situation. 


A teacher of the blind in New 
Jersey for 11 years before he 
decided to go for an adv anced 
degree. Gore occasionally has a 
blind student who wants to 
follow in his footsteps. 


Gore always explains the 
problems involved, but stresses 
to the student that he can learn 
to overcome his blindness and 
may bo able to add “something 
extra” as a teacher of the blind.

A screwdriver is considered 
one of the basic hand tools, like 
a hammer or piiers. Theore­ 
tically, a quality screwdriver 
should last what is loosely 
called a lifetime. It rarely does, 
simply because most persons at 
one time or another use it as a 
substitute for some other tool. 


Among the improper uses for 
a screwdriver are to unstick 
balky windows, pry up staples, 
stir paint, punch holt's in metal, 
loosen can covers, chisel wink! 
and dozens of other quickie 
purposes. Not 10 mention the 
damage that screwdriver tips 
suffer when the' blades are in­ 
serted into screw slots that are 
too large or too small. 


It is a mistake to have only a 
single screwdriver. Obviously, 
not even a professional can keep 
on hand even a small percen­ 
tage of the hundreds of types, 
sizes 
and 
designs 
on 
the 
market. 
Yet even a 
home 
workshop should have at least 
three or four different kinds; 
preferably, five or six. 


You 
need three so-called 
standard-tip screwdrivers; one

palm of your right hand (as­ 
suming you are right-handed) 
with the thumb and forefinger 
near the ferrule.

When it 
has — you are sure the screw is 
going in straight — remove your 
left hand and continue the 
operation. 


Before driving a screw into 
wood, especially if it is hard­ 
wood, make a small starting 
hole with an awl With hard­ 
wood, the possibility of splitting 
the wood can be eliminated if 
you first drill a hole about the 
diameter of the body of the 
screw and no longer than it.

The view from various rooms 
is important.

Most people require a sense of 
shelter most of the time no 
matter how much they enjoy the 
big view. 


A home could provide a stun­ 
ning view of the Paeiffic Ocean 
but because the house would be 
facing west, there would be a 
sun problem all afternoon. The 
eastern morning sun of the 
Atlantic Ocean would require 
less design attention, points out 
Wagner, who is editor of Archi- 
tectual Record. 


In addition to all the con­ 
siderations in placing a house 
on a site, the placepient of out­ 
door In ing space is also- impor­ 
tant, he suggests. A second level 
deck can make a dungeon out of 
the rooms below. On some hill­ 
side sites the deck and railing 
can spoil the view. Opening the 
deck to the side may be a better 
solution. It’s the kind of advice 
an architect supplies to his 
clients. 


At salt water beaches, wa­ 
terfront land is likely to be quite 
expensive and thus small, he 
points out. Even more problems 
must be solved than for the 
house with lots of land. Sound 
and visual privacy, prevailing 
wind velocities, insects, high 
water, easy access outdoor 
storage and sand are some 
problems that one must cope 
with. Beach houses show n in the 
book include multi-levels and 
low lying. One set into a hill and 
one with inner courts supply 
maximum privacy. One small 
two-story beach house has a 
very interesting form.

“strong presence” such as the 
house-barn complex, whereas 
houses in the woods can range 
from rustic to the most sophis­ 
ticated dwellings. Suburban or 
urban lots are often more for­ 
mal than others — privacy is 
planned with careful placement 
of rooms, windows and glass 
doors, and with living rooms 
that are no longer necessarily 
planned in front of the house. 


In choosing a house1 site, you 
may need to make compromises 
to afford it, if it is a great one. 
Give up vacations, drive the old 
car a few more years, cut other 
corners to get that site you 
want. It’ll be worth it. Wagner 
advises. 


The average person may not 
be able to afford any of the 
houses shown in the book. He 
may be working from a little 
house plan and he may even be 
building itself, but the sugges­ 
tions it offers about sites will be 
extremely helpful. It will make 
him think the way an architect 
must when he is faced with a 
site on which he must place a 
house. 


It isn’t easy to tell a person 
how to choose an architect, if he 
wants one, Wagner says. You 
might choose one whose earlier 
work you admire. And there 
may be frustrating, confusing 
times l**fore you and the archi­ 
tect are finished. In the end you 
should have a house that is just 
right tor you.

MSU Professor 
Hopes Blind 
Can Lead Blind 


By KICK BARKS 


EAST LANSING, Mich. (AP) 


— Dr. George Gore hopes to 
demonstrate how the blind can 
lead the Mind. 


Gore, a professor of special 


education at Michigan State 
University for the past eight 
years, has been leading the 
blind — and the sighted — for 
most of his adult life. 


One of four legally blind 


special education professors in 
the nation, the 53-year-old Gore 
lost his sight, or 95 per cent of it. 
when he was 13, after suffering 
an inflammation of the sinuses. 


"Today, I would have been 


put in the hospital for a few days 
and given one. of those wonder 
drugs, like penicillin," Gore 
said in his native New Jersey 
accent. "But back in 1936, a 
simple sinus infection cost me 
my eyes." 


Gore is not totally blind. Doc- 


tors restored 5 per cent of his 
vision 
through a complex 


operation on his optic nerves a 
few months after he was blind- 
ed. 


Since that time, Gore has 


been able to see three or four 
typed letters at a time by hold- 
ing a printed page three- 
quarters of an inch from a 
special pair of glasses he some- 
times wears. 


Reading even a dime novel at 


only a few letters at a time 
would literally take a month, so

"And, I can see 
buildings, trees and other large 
objects enough to be fairly 
mobile."

Gore is mobile to the extent 


that he walks several blocks 
home for lunch most every day 
from his office in Erickson Hall 
on the MSU campus. 


Gore believes that he has a 


special affinity for teaching 
students how to teach the blind. 


Most of his students are 


sighted and have a hard time 
understanding 
the 
basic 


problems a blind person en- 
counters in day-to-day life. Gore 
said. 


"I try to tell them how dif- 


ficult it can be to even walk 
down the sidewalk when a per- 
son is without sight," he said. 
"But I always stress that a blind 
person can learn to function in 
normal society." 


In several of Gore's classes at 


MSU, 
students are made to 


wear opaque goggles so that 
they can understand the obs- 
tacles a blind person must 
overcome to participate in an 
educational situation. 


A teacher of the blind in New 


Jersey for 11 years before he 
decided to go for an advanced 
degree, Gore occasionally has a 
blind student who wants to 
follow in his footsteps. 


Gore always explains the 


problems involved, but stresses 
to the student that he can learn 
to overcome his blindness and 
may be able to add "something 
extra" as a teacher of the blind. 


Auto Club-sponsored safely pa- 
IroUers can be fully equipped by 
the start of the school year," 
Gibson explained. 


"Most Michigan schools open 


Sept. 8 and the 1.4 million

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Ford’s Doctor: 
‘Take It Easy’ 


VAIL, Colo. (AP) — President Ford, weary after two nighis with 
virtually no sleep at the Republican National Convention, has been 
ordered by his doctor to slow down for a few days before picking 
up the pace of his official duties and election campaign. Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen indicated Friday that Ford planned to 
follow the advice of Rear Adm. William Lukash, his personal 
physician. 


Ford began a nine-day vacation in this Rocky Mountain resort 
Friday, and Nessen said his business schedule will be light until 
Tuesday. Lukash said that Ford got almost no rest on Wednesday 
and Thursday, the climactic days of the GOP convention in Kansas 
City. 


Mrs. Ford also was fatigued following the conclave and, ac­ 
cording to a White House aide, did not feel up to accompanying her 
husband on a stojxiver in Russell, Kan., the hometown of his vice 
presidential running mate. Sen. Robert Dole. The First Lady, 
daughter SKUSAN AND SON .lack flew directly from Kansas City 
to Vail. 


Tired or not, Ford no sooner arrived in Vail before announcing 
that he wanted to play nine holes of golf “ to get the kinks out.” 
Within the hour, he was out on the Vail municipal course with 
Lukash, Maj. Robert Barrett, his Army aide, and John Atkinson, 
the course’s assistant pro. 


“ We didn t destroy the course, ’ laughed Ford afterwards. But 
he said he enjoyed the game and promised to be back on the links 
today. Although the presidential race traditionally does not begin 
until I.abor Day, Ford and Dole informally launched their cam­ 
paigns during the midday stopover in Russell with speeches to a 
picnicking¿¡rowd on the elm-shaded courthouse lawn. 


Dole wept openly as he spoke of his debt to the community. A 
standing ovation helped him regain his composure. Residents of 
Russell helped pay Dole’s living expenses during the years of 
hospitalization and therapy needed to recover from serious 
wounds he suffered during World War II. 


Dole, who returned to Washington Friday night, and Ford 
campaign advisers will join the President in Vail early next week 
to lay the groundwork for the fight against .Jimmy Carter and the 
Democrats.

Argentine Police 
Find 47 Bodies 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(AP) — The bloodiest day of 
Argentine political violence this 
year has seen the reported dis­ 
covery of 47 bullet-riddled 
bodies and the explosion of at 
least 10 bombs in the Buenos 
/Vires area. 


The military government said 
30 bodies were found north of 
the capital before dawn Friday. 
Police sources said 17 more 
bodies were discovered outside 
the wall of a cemetery in 
suburban Lomas de Zamora, 10 
miles south of Buenos Aires. 
The government would not con­ 
firm the discovery of the 17 
bodies. 


The reports deaths raised to 
at least 880 the number killed so 
far this year in continuing poli­ 
tical violence involving leftist 
guerrillas and right-wing death 
squads. Of these, 674 have died 
since 
the 
military 
ousted 
President Isabel Peron in a 
bloodless coup last March 24. 


The bomb blasts injured three 
persons, officials said, includ­ 
ing two policemen who were 
defusing a bomb. Five of the 
bombs exploded in different 
subway stations, and authorities 
said service to those stations 
had been halted indefinetly. One 
went oft at the Plaza de Mayo 
station, below the main square 
where Government House is 
located. 


An Interior Ministry com­ 
munique said the 30 txxlies were 
found in Pilar, a suburb 15 
miles north of the capital. 
Security sources said they were 
in an open field near a chicken 
farm. 


Area residents reported hear­ 
ing machine gun fire and an 


explosion before sunrise in the 
area where the bodies were 
found Some of the* Ixidies were 
mutilated and at least a dozen 
were women, the residents said. 


A 
ministry 
communique 
called the killings “ the insanity 
of irrational groups ... They 
want to disrupt the national 
peace and tranquility of the Ar­ 
gentine people as well as create 
a negative image of the country 
in the outside world ” 


The groups were not iden­ 
tified. The ministry said the 
government was determined to 
find and punish those responsi­ 
ble for the latest killings, the 
largest numl>er in one day this 
year. Last December, 156 per­ 
sons were killed when 500 leftist 
guerrillas attacked a military 
base near Buenos Aires. 


The latest victims were all 
believed to have been leftist 
victims of right-wing death 
squads in a reprisal for recent 
leftist actions, leftists were 
blamed for the fatal shootings 
Thursday of a retired army 
general in charge of organizing 
the 1978 World Cup soccer 
championships here and an Ar­ 
gentine executive of the Italian- 
owned Fiat car firm. 


In Cordoba, 450 miles north­ 
west of Buenos Aires, the army 
said it had killed or arrested 15 
suspected leftist guerrillas in­ 
volved in a plot to bomb public 
buildings and foreign com­ 
panies such as Fiat, Renault of 
France and Siemens of West 
(ierinany this weekend.

release a breakdown of how 
many were killed and how many 
arrested.

CHELSEA, Mich. (AP) — Washtenaw County Sheriff Fred 
Postill has been bound over for trial on charges of felonious as­ 
sault brought against him by one of his deputies. The decision was 
handed down by 14th District Judge Henry Arkison Deputy Basil 
Baysinger said Postill assaulted him at a Chelsea Fairgrounds 
wedding reception July 11. He also charged Postill clamped 
handcuffs around his throat. 


Postill,’ a Democrat, faces a Republican challenger in the 
November election. If convicted of the felony, he would be 
required by Michigan law to resign.

A screwdriver is considered 


one of the basic hand tools, like 
a hammer or pliers. Theore- 
tically, a quality screwdriver 
should last what is loosely 
called a lifetime. It rarely does, 
simply because most persons at 
one time or another use it as a 
substitute for some other tool. 


Among the improper uses for 


a screwdriver are to unstick 
balks' windows, pry up staples, 
stir paint, punch holes in metal, 
loosen can covers, chisel wood 
and dozens of other quickie 
purposes. Not io mention the 
damage that screwdriver tips 
suffer when the' blades are in- 
serted into screw slots that are 
too large or too small. 


It is a mistake to have only a 


single screwdriver. Obviously, 
not even a professional can keep 
on hand even a small percen- 
tage of the hundreds of types. 
sizes and designs 
on the 


market. Yet even a home 
workshop should have at least 
three or four different kinds; 
preferably, five or six. 
N 


You need three so-called 


standard-tip screwdrivers; one 
for small screws, one for 
medium-sized and one for large. 
The tips should be straight and 
nearly parallel-sided. And, very 
important, the handle of each 
screwdriver should feel comfor- 
table when you bold it in your 
hand. When the diameter of the 
handle is too small, it may feel 
as though you don't have a firm

TOMATO FUNGUS 


Tomatoes are often infected 


by a fungus disease called 
anthracnose that causes a 
round 
target-like 
spot 
to 


develop on ripe fruit. It ap- 
pears during or following rainy 
weather more than during dry 
conditions. The fungus over- 
winters in soil debris, w:hich 
means you have the same 
problem every year. Dusts or 
sprays containing maneb are 
effective in controlling the 


grip on H, which means it will 
be even more uncomfortable 
when driving and removing 
screws. 


Besides the ihree standard-tip 


screwdrivers, you should own at 
least one Phillips model for use 
with Phillips screws, and one 
offset type for reaching into 
awkward locations. If you get a 
sixth, make it one of the stubby- 
kinds that have short handles. 
Depending on the extent of your 
do-it-yourself activities, you can 
get other varieties and sixes as 
you need them. These include 
rachet outsets, spirals, push- 
pulls, bits for drills andfthose 
that hold the tips inside the 
screw slots until the screws are 
started. 


When a screwdriver tip is too 


small for the screw slot, it can 
damage the screw and often 
make it impossible to drive it all 
the way. When it is too large, it 
can mean a damaged work sur- 
face or an injured hand or both. 


To 
use 
a 
screwdriver 


properly, hold the handle in the 
palm of your right hand (as- 
suming you are right-handed) 
with the thumb and forefinger 
near the ferrule. Steady the 
blade with your left hand and 
turn with the right until the 
screw has taken hold. When it 
has — you are sure the screw is 
going in straight — remove your 
left hand and continue the 
operation. 


Before driving a screw into 


wood, especially if it is hard- 
wood, make a small starting 
hole with an awl With hard- 
wood, the possibility of splitting 
the wood can be eliminated if 
you first drill a hole about the 
diameter of the body of the 
screw and no longer than it. In 
the same place, drill a second 
hole slightly smaller lhan the 
diameter of the threaded part of 
the screw.

Even a breezy' spot on a hill- 


side or at the beach can jar the 
nerves. Residents of breezy 
shore places have found mat an 
afternoon 
20-mile-an-hour 


breeze can "get on their 
nerves" after only three days. 


The view from various rooms 


is important. You wouldn't care 
to view a spectacular chasm as 
you are dining cacti night. And 
you would want bedrooms on a 
quit side of the house, planned 
with a view of a hillside or the 
meadow leading down to the 
lake instead of the lake itself. 
Most people require a sense of 
shelter most of'the time no 
matter how much they enjoy the 
big view. 


A home could provide a stun- 


ning view of the Paciffic Ocean 
but because the house would be 
facing west, there would be a 
sun problem all afternoon. The 
eastern morning sun of the 
Atlantic Ocean would require 
less design attention, points out 
Wagner, who is editor of Archi- 
tectual Record. 


In addition to all the con- 


siderations in placing a house 
on a site, the placement of out- 
door living space is also-impor- 
tant, he suggests. A second level 
deck can make a dungeon out of 
the rooms below. On some hill- 
side sites the deck and railing 
can spoil the view. Opening the 
deck to the side may be a better 
solution. It's the kind of advice 
an architect supplies to his 
clients. 


At salt water beaches, wa- 


terfront land is likely to be quite 
expensive and thus small, he 
points out. Even more problems 
must be' solved than for the 
house witli lots of land. Sound 
and visual privacy, prevailing 
wind velocities, insects, high 
water, easy access outdoor 
storage and sand are some 
problems that one must cope 
with. Beach houses shown in the 
book include multi-levels and 
low lying. One set into a hill and 
one with inner courts supply 
maximum privacy. One small 
two-story beach house has a 
very interesting form. 


Meadow sites may 
need 


"strong presence" such as the 
house-barn complex, whereas 
houses in the woods can range 
from rustic to the most sophis- 
ticated dwellings. Suburban or 
urban lots are often more for- 
mal than others,— privacy is 
planned with careful placement 
of rooms, windows and glass 
doors, and with living rooms 
that are no longer necessarily 
planned in front of the house. 


In choosing a house site, you 


may need to make compromises 
to afford it, if it is a great one. 
Give up vacations, drive the old 
car a few more years, cut other 
corners to get thai site you 
want. It'll be worth it, Wagner 
advises. 


The average person may not 


be able to afford any of the 
houses shown in the book. He 
may be working from a little 
house plan and he may even be 
building itself, but the sugges- 
tions it offers about sites will be 
extremely helpful. It will make 
him think the way an architect 
must when he is faced with a 
site on which he must place a 
house. 


It isn't easy to tell a person 


how to choose an architect, if he 
wants one, Wagner says. You 
might choose one whose earlier 
work you admire. And there 
may be frustrating, confusing 
times before you and the archi- 
tect are finished. In the end you 
should have a house that is just 
right tor you.

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Ford's Doctor: 
'Take It Easy' 


VAIL, Coto. (AP) - President Ford, weary after two nights with 


virtually no sleep at the Republican National Convention, has been 
ordered by his doctor to slow down for a few days before picking 
up the pace.of his official duties and election campaign Press 
Secretary Rim Nessen indicated Friday thai Ford planned to 
follow the advice of Rear Adm. William Lukash. his personal 
physician. 


Ford began a nine-day vacation in this Rocky Mountain resort 


Friday, and Nessen said his business schedule will be light until 
Tuesday. Lukash said that Ford got almost no rest on Wednesday 
and Thursday, the climactic days ol the GOP convention in Kansas 
City. 


Mrs. Ford also was fatigued following the conclave and. ac- 


cording to a White House aide, did not feel up to accompanying her 
husband on a stopover in Russell, Kan., the hometown of'his vice 
presidential running mate. Sen. Robert Dole. The First Lady 
daughter SKUSAN AND SON Jack flew directly from Kansas City 
to Vail. 


Tired or not. Ford no sooner arrived in Vail before announcing 


that he wanted to play nine holes of golf "to get the kinks out." 
Within the hour, he was out on tire Vail municipal course with 
Lukash, Maj. Robert Barrett, his Army aide, and John Atkinson, 
the course's assistant pro. 


"We didn't destroy the course," laughed Ford afterwards. But 


he said he enjoyed the game and promised to be back on the links 
today. Although the presidential race traditionally does not begin 
until Labor Day. Ford and Dole informally launched their cam- 
paigns during the midday stopover in Russell with speeches to a 
picnicking p-owd on the elm-shaded courthouse lawn. 


Dole wept openly as he spoke of his debt to the community. A 


standing ovation helped him regain his composure. Residents of 
Russell helped pay Dole's living expenses during the years of 
hospitalization and therapy needed to recover from serious 
wounds he suffered during World War II. 


Dole, who returned to Washington Friday night, and Ford 


campaign advisers will join the President in Vail early next week 
to lay the groundwork for the fight against Jimmy Carter and the 
Democrats.

Argentine Police 
Find 47 Bodies 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 


(AP) - The bloodiest day of 
Argentine political violence this 
year has seen the reported dis- 
covery of 47 bullet-riddled 
bodies and the explosion of at 
least 10 bombs in the Buenos 
Aires area. 


The military government said 


30 bodies were found north of 
the capital before dawn Friday. 
Police sources said 17 more 
bodies were discovered outside 
the wall of* a cemetery in 
suburban Lomas de Zamora, 10 
miles south of Buenos Aires. 
The government would not con- 
firm the discovery of.the 1? 
bodies. 


The reported deaths raised to 


at least 880 the number killed so 
far this year in continuing poli- 


. tical violence involving leftist 
guerrillas and right-wing death 
squads. Of these, 674 have died 
since 
the 
military ousted 


President Isabel Peron in a 
bloodless coup last March 24. 


The bomb blasts injured three 


persons, officials said, includ-. 
ing two policemen who were 
defusing a bomb. Five of the 
bombs exploded in different 
subway stations, and authorities 
said service to those stations 
lad been halted indefinetly. One 
went oft at the Plaza de Mayo 
station, below the main square 
where Government House is 
located. 


An Interior Ministry com- 


nmniquc said the 30 bodies wore 
found In Pilar, a suburb 15 
miles north of the capital. 
Security sources said they were 
in an open field near a chicken 
farm. 


Area residents reported hear- 


ing machine gun fire and an 


explosion before sunrise in the 
area where the bodies were 
found. Some of the bodies were 
mutilated and at least a dozen 
were women, the residents said. 


A ministry communique 


called the killings "the insanity 
of irrational groups ... They 
want to disrupt the national 
peace and tranquitity of the Ar- 
gentine people as well as create 
a negative image of the country ' 
in the outside world." 


1 The groups were not iden- 
tified. The ministry said the 
government was determined to 
find and punish those responsi- 
ble for the latest killings, the 
largest number in one .day this 
year. Last December,-156 per- 
sons were killed when 500 leftist 
guerrillas attacked a military 
base near Buenos Aires. 


The latest victims were all 


believed to have been leftist 
victims of right-wing death 
squads in a reprisal for recent 
leftist actions. Leftists were 
blamed for the fatal shootings 
Thursday of a retired army 
general in charge of organizing 
the 1978 World. Cup soccer 
championships here and an Ar- 
gentine executive ot the Italian- 
owned Fiat car firm. 


In Cordoba, 450 miles north- 


west of Buenos Aires, the army 
said it had killed or arrested 15 
suspected leftist guerrillas in- 
volved In a plot to bomb public 
buildings and foreign com- 
panies such as Fiat, Renault of 
France and Siemens of West 
Germany this weekend. 


The government did not 


release a breakdown of how 
many were killed and how many 
arrested.

Deputy Basil 
Baysinger said Postill assaulted him at a Chelsea Fairgrounds 
wedding reception July II. He also'charged Postill clamped 
handcuffs around his throat. 


Postill,' a Democrat, faces a Republican challenger in the 


November ekrtion. If convicted of the felony, he would be 
required by Michigan law to resign.

Economy 


WASHINGTON (A P) - An 
important category of business 
spending increased last month 
by its highest margin m more 
than seven years, providing the 
strongest post-recession signal 
yet of a solid upturn, the 
government reports. 


The category is manufac­ 
turers' shipments and orders of 
non-defense capital’goods, the 
major equipment items used by 
industry to expand capacity and 
replace obsolete equipment. 


The Commerce Department 
said Friday that new orders in 
that line rose 14.1 per cent in 
July, surpassing the April 1969 
record rise of 13.1 per cent. 
They reached a level’of $13.5 
billion, exceeding the previous 
high mark of $12.8 billion in 
July 1975.

to creak* new jobs and build 
business for suppliers. 


It overshadowed an over-all 
drop of five-tenths of one per 
cent in nev. orders for all 
manufacturers 
of 
durable 
goods, which are those items 
with a life expectancy over three 
years. 


New orders for all durable* 
goods categories amounted to 
$49.7 billion, and the backlog of 
unfilled orders climbed nine- 
tenths of one per cent to $117.5 
billion, the department said 


Meanwhile, 
the 
Labor 
Department reported that con­ 
sumer prices last month rose by 
five-tenths of one per cent for 
the second consecutive month 
That kept the 1976 inflation level 
at the 6.2 per cent annual level it 
ha> averaged since March. 


Relatively slight food-price 
increases of one-tenth of one per 
cent on an adjusted basis took 
some of the sting out of spurts in

MacAfee is a crushing blocker who 
led the Irish in receiving in 1975 with 
36 catches for 333 yards and five touch­ 
downs. Bradley drew more votes than 
any other defensive back in F amily 
Weekly’s balloting. 


Michigan's three first-team selections 
include senior linebacker Calvin O’Neal, 
who attracted more votes than any other 
linebacker: junior offensive linemen Bill 
Dufek, a tackle; and Mark Donahue, 
a guard.

Mark Cantrell of North Carolina 
rounds out the first-team offensive line 
at center. The first-team wide receivers 
are Jimmy Cefalo of Penn State, a jun­ 
ior. and Larry Seivers of Tennessee. 
Cefalo has seen action at .wingback, 
sometimes running with the ball (47 car­ 
ries for 182 yards last fall) and some­ 
times catching it (8 for 112 yards in ’75).

coming up with difficult catches. He 
latched onto 41 passes last season for 
840 yards, an excellent 20.5-yard aver­ 
age per grab, and scored four TDs.

The battle for national quarterback­ 
ing honors might come right down to 
the regular season finale on November 
20 when Stanford plays California at 
Berkeley. Cordova and Roth both fin­ 
ished among the top 20 passers in the 
national statistics last year. The Stanford 
star lived up to past credentials and 
Roth emerged virtually from nowhere 
as the successor to Steve Bartkowski, 
who was an All-America selection in 
1974 and made his rookie season with 
the National Football League’s Atlanta 
Falcons a big one in 1975. The Cali­ 
fornia Bears were one of the big sur­ 
prise teams of '75. remaining in the Rose 
Bowl race right up to the final weekend 
of the regular season. 


Pittsburgh and Southern California 
won t meet this season, so there’ll be 
no head-to-head confrontation between 
Dorsett and Bell, unless they face each 
other in a postseason bowl game. 


But the two first-team All-America 
runners could wage a tremendous bat­ 
tle all season for the national ground- 
gaining title, won last year by Bell in 
record-setting fashion (1.875 yards).

Dorsett. two inches shorter and about 
30 pounds lighter than Bell, is more of 
a breakaway threat. In each of his three 
varsitv seasons, he has rambled for more 
than l.(KX) yards. If he repeaLs this sea­ 


son. he'll be the first college player ever 
to achieve four consecutive 1.000-yard 
campaigns. 


Tony needs only to average 96 yards 
during Pittsburgh's 11-game schedule 
this fall to succeed Archie Griffin as col­ 
lege ball’s all-time leading rusher. He 
already has 4,134 career yards and 37 
touchdowns. In 1975 he ranked third 
nationally with 1.544 yards. 140.4 per 
game. Tony scored 11 times on the 
ground, and his average of 6.8 yards per 
carry tied him for the national lead in 
that category. 


In his outstanding one-game perform ­ 
ance so far.

Buckeyes' kickoff man and punter since 
he joined the vanity, and in 1975 topped 
the nation's punters with an average of 
46.7 yards, one of the highest figures on 
record. 


As the team's long field-goal specialist. 


Tom last year connected twice in three 
attempts, including a 59-yarder against 
Illinois. And, as a substitute for since- 
graduatcd Tom Klaban on extra-point 
tries, Skladany clicked on two of three. 


Along with Ohio Slate. Notre Dame 


and Michigan represent the cream of 
Midwest collegiate football. Notre 
Dame's four players include two on of- 
fense—tight end Kan MacMee and guard 
Ernie Hughes; and two on defense-de- 
fensive end Browner and defensive back 
Luther Bradwy. All four are juniors. 


MacAfee is a crushing blacker who 


led the Irish in receiving in 1975 with 
36 catches for 333 yards and five touch- 
downs. Bradley drew more votes than 
any other defensive back in FAMILY 
WEEKLY'S balloting. 


Michigan's three first-team selections 


include senior linebacker Calvin O'Neal, 
who attracted more votes than any other 
linebacker: junior offensive linemen Bin 
Dufek, a tackle; and Mark Donahue, 
a guard. Dufek is the younger brother of 
Don Dufek, who was a Michigan All- 
America pick last season. 


Mark CantraH of North Carolina 


rounds out the first-team offensive line 
at center. The first-team wide receivers 
are Jimmy CeMo of Penn State, a jun- 
ior, and Larry Seivera of Tennessee. 
Cefalo has seen action at .wingback, 
sometimes running with the ball (47 car- 
ries for 182 yards last fall) and some- 
times catching it (8 for 112 yards in '75). 
Seivers is not blessed with great speed 
but has excellent moves and a knack for 


coming up with difficult catches. He 
latched onto 41 passes last season for 
840 yards, an excellent 20.5-yard aver- 
age per grab, and scored four TDs. 


The defensive side of the line of scrim- 


mage features, in addition to those al- 
ready named, linebackers Jim WiflM- 
nian of Nebraska as well as Ben 
Zambiasi of Georgia and defensive 
backs Raymond Cuqrbom of Texas, Zae 
Henderson of Oklahoma and Mite Mar- 
tinez of Arizona State. 


The battle for national quarterback- 


ing honors might come right down to 
the regular season finale on November 
20 when Stanford plays California at 
Berkeley. Cordova and Roth both fin- 
ished among the top 20 passers in the 
national statistics last year. The Stanford 
star lived up to past credentials and 
Roth emerged virtually from nowhere 
as the successor to Steve Bartkowski, 
who was an All-America selection in 
1974 and made his rookie season with 
the National Football League's Atlanta 
F.alcons a big one in 1975. The Cali- 
fornia Bears were one of the big sur- 
prise teams of '75. remaining in the Rose 
Bowl race right up to the final weekend 
of the regular season. 


Pittsburgh and Southern California 


won't meet this season, so there'll be 
no head-to-head confrontation between 
Dorsctt and Bell, unless they face each 
other in a postseason bowl game. 


But the two first-team All-America 


runners could wage a tremendous bat- 
tle all season for the national ground 
earning title, won last year by Bell in 
record-setting fashion (1,875 yards). 


lohnny Robinson has succeeded John 


McKay, now with the NFL's Tampa Bay 
club, as head coach of USC's Trojans. 
He sizes up Bell's assets this way: "He 
has tremendous power to run over peo- 
ple and the ability to make would-be 
tacklcrs miss him." 


Dorsett. two inches shorter and about 


30 pounds lighter than Bell, is more of 
a breakaway threat. In each of his three 
varsity seasons, he has rambled for more 
than 1,000 yards. If he repeats this sea- 


son, he'll be the first college player ever 
to achieve four consecutive 1,000-yard 
campaigns. 


Tony needs only to average 96 yards 


during Pittsburgh's 11-game schedule 
this fall to succeed Archie Griffin as col- 
lege ball's all-time leading rusher. He 
already has 4,134 career yards and 37 
touchdowns. In 1975 he ranked third 
nationally with 1,544 yards, 140.4 per 
game. Tony scored 11 times on the 
ground, and his average of 6.8 yards per 
carry tied htm for the national lead in 
that category. 


In his outstanding one-fame perform- 


ance so far, Tony cruised 303 yards 
against Notre Dame last fall, prompting 
Dan Devine, Fighting Irish coach, to say, 
"That was about the finest exhibition of 
running by one man Fve seen in 28 years 
of coaching.'*

first-team berths, everyone else was well 
off the pace.

He skied down Mt. Everest 


Breakfast of champions, Japanese- 
styie: W hat dot's the man who skied 
down Mt. Everest eat for breakfast? 
Yuichiro Miura starts his day with bean 
curd soup, brown rice, pickles, seaweed 
and raw fish. Miura. the only man ever to 
ski down Mt. Everest, savs: “ I have al­ 


ways believed that any dream is within 
reach if you want it badly enough. During 
the expedition (which was made into an 
Academy Award-winning documentary) 
we overcame insurmountable odds, in­ 
cluding cave-ins, chilling winds and the 
loss of six men. all to prove that one can 
reach 
any 
goal with enough effort.” 
Miura’s decision to continue the expedi­ 
tion after the death of the six men has 
been severely criticized, especially in the 
West; but Miura says. “ W e don’t fear 
death the way your country does, know­ 
ing that we will be rewarded for our good 
deeds in our next life.” Miura has staved 
off the depression that followed his great 
achievement by plunging into a new goal. 
His dream is to alter the Japanese public 
education system, which he feels is too 
intense and competitive. “ Children attend 
school every day with little time for pla\ 
or physical activity. The pressure they feel 
to excel and get into a university has 
caused a high rate of suicide among our 
youth—we have the highest rate in the 
world. I would like to develop programs 
that would allow children time to explore 
their natural surroundings and relate to 
something other than a lx>ok.”

He skied down Mt Everest 


Breakfast of champions, Japanese- 
style: What does the man who skied 
down Mt. Everest eat for breakfast? 
Vuichiro Miura starts his day with bean 
curd soup, brown rice, pickles, seaweed 
and raw fish. Miura. the only man ever to 
ski down Mt. Everest, says: "I have al- 


ways believed that any dream is within 
reach if you want it badly enough. During 
the expedition (which was made into an 
Academy Award-winning documentary) 
we -overcame insurmountable odds, in- 
cluding cave-ins, chilling winds and the 
loss of six men, all to prove that one can 
reach any goal with enough effort." 
Miura's decision to continue the expedi- 
tion after the death of the six men has 
been severely criticized, especially in the 
West; but Miura-says, "We don't fear 
death the way your country does, know- 
ing that we will be rewarded for our good 
deeds in our next life."
